ASI Board set to vote 
on next year’s budget 


Women’s Resource Center could close if 
denied funding at Wednesday’s meeting

The Women’s Resource Center . 


at CSUS willlearn its fate Wednes- 
day afternoon when the Associated 
Students, Inc. Board of Directors 
casts its vote on the 1997/98 budget 
proposal introduced last week. That 
proposal recommends denying the 
$40,000 request made by the center 
for its budget next year. 

When the proposal was intro- 
duced at last week’s meeting, board 
members justified the recommen- 
dation by saying the Women’s Re- 
source Center had failed to secure 
outside funding as a means to 
supplement its budget. | 

But a close examination of the 
ASI funding requests reveals the 
Women’s Resource Center is not 
the only program thatrequested ASI 
support without some type of out- 
side funding. The Raymond Witt 
Gallery and the Cultural Affairs 
Series both rely on ASI funds as 


their sole means of support. 

The gallery, managed by the Art 
Department, is funded solely by ASI, 
and is slated to receive $12,896 for 
next year. Furthermore, the amount 
the art gallery is proposed to receive 
is nearly $900 more than what it 
originally requested from ASI. — 

The Cultural Affairs Series had 


asked ASI for $46,000 to fund its: 


program of speakers for next year. 
The series, which brings a number 
of culturally diverse speakers and 


programs toCSUS, listed ASI fund- 


ing as its sole source of revenue last 


year; it is projecting no additional 


money beyond the ASI support for 
next year. , 

The ASI Finance and Budget 
Committee, which made all budget 
recommendations to the board, has 
proposed increasing Cultural Af- 
fairs funding by $13,000, bringing 
the total to $59,000. 

At Wednesday’s ASI meeting, 
beginning atnoon in the Forest Suite 
at the University Union, the board 
will vote on the 1997/98 budget 
proposal. The meeting is open tothe 
public.

“Mall Hall,” as it has become known, 
is housed in a once-empty store and pro- 
vides students and other members of the 
community a quiet setting in which to 
study. They can learn more about comput- 
ers, or prepare for college entry exams. 
Eight state-of-the-art computers, lent by 


Packard Bell, are equipped with word 


processingand spreadsheetprograms. The 

center also has free Internet access thanks 

to a donation from Internet Unlimited. 
JosephF. Sheley, dean of the School of 


Social Sciences and Interdisciplinary Stud- . 


ies, believes the program is the first direct 
commercial and university collaboration 
designed specifically to benefit the com- 
munity. 

“The management of Florin Mall was 
looking for the opportunity to use the mall 
for the community that surrounds it. I was 


looking for a way to extend our school out 
into the community, especially in ways 
that would provide our students with more 
community learning possibilities,” said 
Sheley. 

Over the winter holidays, an experi- 
mental program, Holiday Internet Lab, 
was conducted at Florin Mall. The lab was 


-openall day and staffed by CSUS students 


from SSIS and the School of Engineering. 
The Sacramento Public Relations Asso- 
ciation recognized its success by awarding 
the program the CAPPIE Silver Award. 
After the holidays, Sheley and his staff 
finalized the plans to open the Learning 
Resource Center. 

‘What we’rehopingis [that] we will be 
able to give kids who hang out at the mall 
a quiet place to go and take time out to 
study or read or rest,” said Sheley. “It’s a 
very open place. By thesametoken, there’s 
no talking, except to the staff. There’s no 
eating, drinking, smoigne, ...no hanging 
out.” 

The center is staffed by 15 CSUS 
students who act as monitors, signing visi- 
tors inand outand assisting with computer 
or homework questions whenever pos- 
sible. 

_ “The students we have are very good 

. highly committed and highly skilled. 

They have worked hard to make it a 
success,”’ said Sheley. 

CSUS students of various majors staff 
the center on a volunteer basis, while 
others are receiving up to three units of 
credit. Toreceive credit for their time at the

If you happened to be driving by 


Hornet Field at 3:30 p.m. on April 26 


you might have noticed something 
unusual. Believe it or not, there was 
actual football taking place at Sacra- 
mento State. There were even a few 
fans in the stands. 

So, what was all the hoopla about? 
Saturday, the football team capped off 
the final day of spring practice with its 
annual Green and Gold scrimmage. 

The scrimmage pitted the offense 
against the defense for several six play 
series. In each series, the offense started 


on their own 35-yard line and was 
given six plays to reach the defense’s 
35-yard line. If the offense accom- 
plished that, they were allowed to play 
on. | 

The standard number of points was 
given for touchdowns, field goals, and 
extra points. The offense also received 
a point for each first down. 

The defense was given points for 
possession stops, interceptions, 
fumble recoveries, and for missed 
and blocked field goals. 

When all was said and done the 
offense outscored the defense 42-13. 

The defense held the line early on, 


but gave up five TDs. Despite the scores, 
head coach John Volek was pleased 
with their performance. 

“The defense did a great job stop- 
ping the run,” said Volek. “Unfortu- 
nately, our depth at defensive line, 
linebacker and defensive back isn’t 
here now, and that lack of depth in 
the spring started to show by the end 
of the scrimmage.” 

If CSUS students are looking for 
more dramatic signs of improvement 
after last year’s dismal 1-10 record, 
they might not have to look very hard. 
One noticeable difference from last 
season is the mass of humanity in the 


Hornets’ new offensive line. 

Atthe end of last season, Volek said 
that to play in the Big Sky he needed 
big players, and he got them. Two of 
those “big” players that stood out at 
Saturday’s scrimmage were left tackle 
Guillermo Lopez (6-3, 380) and right 
guard Garrett Wasser (6-3, 350); both 
junior college transfers signed with 
Sac State in the off-season. 

Perhaps the most impressive show- 
ing on the day came from senior wide 
receiver, Tyrone Taylor who had eight 
catches for 176 yards, including two 
touchdown receptions of 16 and 36 
yards. Last season, Taylor had 39 re- 
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ceptions for 733 yards and seven TDs, 
and was ranked eighth in the Big Sky 
Conference for reception yards. 

Running back Carlos Williams also 
looked sharp. Williams rushed for 68 
yards in 10 carries, including a 40-yard 
touchdown run. 

Another promising new face on 
offense was quarterback A.J. 
Bernhardt (6-1, 205), a junior trans- 
fer from Shasta College in Redding. 
Bernhardt took most of the snaps, 
and completed 16 of 23 passes for 
260 yards and two touchdowns. 

“He put too much pressure on him- 
self early, but once he settled in, he

really started to spread the ball around 
and open it up,” Volek said. 

After losing Tyler Jessee to gradua- 
tion and Tony Corbin to the NFL, and 
with Scott Towne’s broken hand still not 
fully healed, the competition for the start- 
ing quarterback job could really heat up 
when practice resumes on August 5. 

Volek said that there will be greater 
depth on the team in the fall, and that 
there will be players “competing at 


every position.” 


“Competition breeds success,” 
said Volek, “and that competition is 
what we’ve lacked in this program 
the last two years.”

Last 
Wednessday, the ASI finance commit- 
tee, whichis headed by Dawn Nozicka, 
recommended to completely cut this 
funding and ultimately dismantle your 
student radio station here at Sac State. 
Some members of ASI feel that your 
student radio station is not worth the 
less than 0.004 percent of the nearly 
$1.5 million students pay each year to 
help make Sac State a quality university 
that attracts students from throughout this 
great state. All this after the ASI just 
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Hornet are available at $20 per semester.

passed a fee increase promising to in- 
crease services to the students here at Sac 
State. Some members of ASI believe the 
student radio station does not deserve 
funding because the station does not do 
enough for students, and that nobody 
listens to the student radio station. 

Letme present the obvious. The Apex 
would love to have a five thousand watt 
FM signal like the student radio station at 
UC Davis that could: reach and attract 
many listeners throughout the commu- 
nity, but the fact remains that the Apex 
just doesn’t have the signal strength. It’s 
highly unlikely the university will give up 
one of its two FM frequencies for student 
use (a whole other issue.) 

The Apex, with its 3 watts of AM 
power, accomplishes much more than 
stations with ten times the budget and 
1000 times more power. Case in point: 
last Wednesday, The Apex provided 
sound equipment for a two-day Chi- 
cano conference here in Sacramento. 
Thursday, The Apex did an all-day live 
remote broadcast from the Library 
Quad. Friday, it provided a disc jockey 
to play music in front of the Dining 
Commons, and passed out free com- 
pact discs in the Library Quad during 
River City Days. The Apex did live 
broadcasts of Hornet baseball on Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday, and did 
nearly 70 hours of weekly live in-stu- 
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dio programming. This academic year, 
The Apex has broadcast nearly 42 live 
Hornet athletic events, including foot- 
ball, women’sandmen’s basketball, base- 
ball, and women’s volleyball. The Apex 
played music before home football games 
and was even mentioned in a recent Sac- 
ramento Bee article. A future goal of The 
Apex is to acquire another 300 feet of 
phone wire so we could broadcast soft- 
ball, women’s and men’s soccerand vari- 
ous club sports. 

This may not sound like much to 
some, but I would like to add that all the 
hard work at the station is accomplished 
by a dedicated staff that does not receive 
any monetary compensation oracademic 
credit, and I would like to officially thank 
them for their effort. | 

In conclusion, I am asking every stu- 
dent at Sac State who believes that 25 
cents a year is not too much to spend to 
help keep KSSU — The Apex alive to 
join our cause and make your voices 
heard.

Priority registration 
for academic elite, 
not athletic elites 


Students who maintain a3.85 grade 
point average or better should be en- 
titled to priority registration just like 
student-athletes. How much longer will 
you need a jock strap or a sports bra to 
get good classes? 

I have been a student at CSUS for 
one year, and after this year I will 
become a sophomore. I will not be 
entitled to priority registration for Fall 
1997 even though I have maintained a 
grade point average of 3.85. I dread the 
fact I will not get the classes I want 
because all the athletic teams get first 
pick. CSUS should implement a pro- 
gram for the academic elite. There 
should be some goal or reward for 
being smart. Let’s compare the grade 
point average ofall the athletic teams to 
the top 10 to 15 percent of the academic 
elite. I can tell you the athletes would 
not come close to those who excel in 
the classroom. I would say that most 
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athletes maintain a 3.0 or below, and 
they get their degrees in four years.

However, not everyone is entitled 
to priority registration — it’s time to 
make achange. Does the CSUS admin- 
istration have the guts to look into this 


problem, or will they just sweep it 


under the carpet? 

Will the athletic department sup- 
port priority registration for the aca- 
demic elite, or will they fight it? Only 
time will tell, and maybe my five-year 
plan will only be four years.
